Luxury residence

For McGill students in desperate 
need of housing, McGill Off-Cam- 
pus Housing is advertising eight by 
ten foot suites in the Atlantian 
Hotel. 

The price? A mere S385 per 
month, meals not included. 

This rate entitles a student io an 
Ikca-stylc furnished room in vari- 
ous shades of grey, complete with 
colour TV, microwave oven, small 
refrigerator, double electrical 
burner and frying pan. Also avail- 
able arc ten by twelve rooms with 
bunkbeds and two desks at S500.00 
per month. 

By October, the building is ex- 
pected to be equipped with a restau- 
rant, a laundromat in the basement 
and a computer room on the lop 
floor. 

The receptionist at Off-Campus 
Housing explained that the project 
is not funded by McGill, that it 
belongs to a private corporation,

“It is simply that our advertising 
service is free of charge to anyone 
who wants to advertise," she said. 

Because there has been a great 
demand for reasonably priced 
housing, the Off-Campus Housing 
Office has been listing this newly 
renovated building, at 4544 Park 
Avenue, for students who have not- 
yet found housing. 

Most of the students living there 
said they began their search late and 
took what remained available close 
to campus. 

“I was under a lot of pressure to 
get a place since I was qnly here for 
a couple of days from Toronto... I 
didn’t get into residence,” said first 
year student Paul Coleman who is 
now a guest at the Atlantian. 

Maria Battaglia, Students’ Soci- 
ety VP University Affairs, said it 
was unfortunate that students arc 
having to rent luxurious rooms that 
arc not worth the cost. 

“It seems to me that this corpora- 
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‘lion is not at all catering to the 
student market, but to tourists only. 
Tnosc students arc paying high 
prices for all those little extras... it’s 
not reasonable,” she said. 

Battaglia is currently working on 
the off-campus housing situation in 
conjunction with the Housing Task 
Force. 

Tenants find the eight month 
leases they sign at llic hotel attrac- 
tive. 

“There’s a scarincss with a 



twelve month lease,” said graduate 
student David Mackenzie, “since I 
would be responsible in theevenlof 
my inablility to sublet an apartment 
for the summer, the eight month 
lease is a plus for me as a student.” 

During the summer months, the 
building will be a hotel for tourists. 

Generally, the students arc satis- 
fied with their sparkling high-tech 
rooms, despite the occasional roach 
and the cramped space. 



For first year student Debbie 
Sivna who came up from Virginia 
to attend McGill and was denied 
residence, Atlantia is “perfect for 
students." 

“It’s new, it’s clean and I love 
the art-deco look... I think S385.00 
is a very reasonable price to pay, ’’ 
she said. 

Butas her father, Mel Sivna, who 
happened to be visiting remarked, 
“Especially when Daddy’s pay- 
ing.”

Nicaraguan opposition paper reopens

Prospects for peace in Central 
America received an extra boost 
litis past weekend when die Sandin- 
ista government of Nicaragua an- 
nounced the reopening of opposi- 
tion newspaper, La Prcnsa. 

The reopening complied with the 
Central American Peace Plan, un- 
veiled last August by Costa Rican 
president, Oscar Arias Sanchez. * 

McGill Central American Group 
coordiantor, Eric Smith felt the 
reopening of La Prcnsa was a very 
positive sign, considering it came a 
full month and a half before 'the 
November 7th deadline. “They (the 
Sandinista government) weren’t 
obligated to reopen La Prcnsa until 
after the U.S stopped collaborating 



with the contras... I suppose they 
feel that U.S support for the contras 
is declining.” 

La Prensa was closed by the 
Sandinista government on June 26, 
4986 when the United States Con- 
gress approved $100 million in aid 
to the contras. The closure of the 
newspaper was used by the Reagan 
administration to support their ar- 
gument that the Sandinista govern- 
ment was a “Marxist cancer” that 
had to be stopped. “That’s what 
Reagan’s been using as an excuse, ” 
said Smith. "But that won’t be valid 
anymore.” 

Smith defends the past action of 
thcSandinislagovcmmcnl,“Idon’t 
think they were ever pro-censor- 
ship, per sc. The press constraints 
really did reflect national security 
needs.” 



Before its closi ng, La Prcnsa had 
been an avid supporter of the U.S 
backed counter-revolution that has 
so far taken 40,000 Nicaraguan 
lives. During the Iran-Contra inves- 
tigations in the U.S. it was revealed 
that La Prcnsa hau received several 
thousand dollars from the National 
Endowment for Democracy, a U.S 
government organization that cov- 
ertly funds supporters of U.S inter- 
ests around the wo: Id. 

Smith is unsure whether the reo- 
pening of La Prcnsa will lend 
strength to the contra cause within 
Nicaragua. “I dunk it could go ci- 
ther way. I don’t know how much 
La Prensa has been discredited 
inside Nicaragua. It’s Nicaragua’s 
most popular newspaper, but it’s 
continued on page 8 



MONTRÉAL (CUP) — University 
and college underfunding will 
remain die major post-secondary 
education issue in Quebec, says the 
province’s largest student coali- 
tion. 

According to the Association des 
etudiants et étudiantes du Québec, 
(ANEEQ), lack of subsidies from 
the province has forced universities 
and colleges to rely more and more 
on incidental fees and private fund- 
ing. 

“The government made public 
promises last year — now it is time 
for them to deliver the goods,” said 
ANEEQ executive Jcan-Picrre 
Paquet, referring to premier 
Bourassa’s comment dial educa- 
tion was die government’s second 
priority after health. 

“The government tried to throw 
a smokescreen over die last budget 
when it announced an additional 
$80 million to die education portfo- 
lio,” said Paquet. "Since the sum is 
spread over three to four years, 
that’s only a two per cent increase. 

“Considering dial they just de- 
creed the most severe cutbacks in 
the history of university capital 
budgets, a two per cent increase is 
not enough — there arc slill many 
problems,” he said. 

Returning from the first part of a 
provincial visit of member associa- 
tions, die ANEEQ executive ex- 
pressed concern about the prolif- 
eration of incidental fees at die 
collegial level. 



"The law says that college educa- 
tion* should be free for people 
whose main occupation is study- 
ing,” said Paquet. “Well, when you 
have to pay 30 to 40 dollars for a 
compulsory physical education 
course, that’s not really free is it?" 

“There is an obvious effort to 
atrophy the college system in 
Quebec. The government tlocs not 
have a declared policy but the way 
it acts is indicative enough.” 
Colleges in Quebec have suffered 
a total of $108 million in cutbacks 
over die hist ten years, reducing 
their operating budgets by 33 per 
cent. College cutbacks will amount 
to $12 million this academic year. 

“Because of the cutbacks no new 
programs arc created in expanding 
fields like computer science or

TORONTO (CUP): The Univer- 
sity of Toronto engineering society 
was issued a warning by the city 
police’s anti-pomograpliy unit af- 
ter a group of engineers used an 
anatomically correct female doll in 
an orientation prank. 



Witnesses reported seeing die 
antics around 9 a.m. the second day 
' of orientation. 

“All the engineers were gath- 
ered around Convocation Hall in 
their hard hats," said Catharine 
Aird, an administrative assistant in 
the Health Care Research Unit. 

Aird said the engineers dragged 
the doll around and then threw it on 
the ground and simulated group 
rape. They also used a beer bottle to 



simulate various sexual acts, she 
said. 

“If you arc a female and sec it 
going on, you can’t help but find it 
offensive," said one witness who 
asked not to be named. The witness 
said she saw women in the group 
but did not sec them handling the 
doll. 

After receiving complaints 
about the activity, Metro Police’s 
anti -pornography unit, Project P, 
warned the society about laws 
against “displaying a disgusting 
object.” 

Karen Morchcad, the society's 
activity vice president, said al- 
though inflatable dolls have been 
used in several recent orientations, 
it would not happen again. She said 



that with 200 people on the orienta- 
tion committee it was hard to 
monitor every event. 



Michael Charles, Vice Dean of 
llic Faculty of Applied Science and 
Engineering, said he informed the 
orientation organizers that their 
actions were unacceptable, and that 
the society’s executive would be 
called in “to review what happened 
and to reiterate that it was totally 
unacceptable.” 

But for some witnesses, a repri- 
mand means little. 

Aird said that instead of discipli- 
nary action she would like to sec 
"an attempt by die university or die 
society itself to come to grips with 
what (the incident) means.”

Montréal sexual assault centre

If you need help, there is some- 
where you can turn. The place is the 
Montreal Sexual Assault Centre 
which offers a non-judgcmcntal, 
warm atmosphere and free bilin- 
gual services. 

“The primary philosophy of the 
Center is that everyone has a right 
to service. We arc geared towards 
accessibility,” said Debbie, the co- 
ordinator of the Centre. 

The Centre has a 24 hour crisis 
line attended by trained volunteers. 
It also provides individual coun- 
selling and emotional support for 
victims of sexual assault, whether 
the assault has been recent or a past 
experience. “Lately we’ve been 
getting more calls from adult survi- 
vors of child abuse and incest," said 
Debbie. 

“We help women to feel good 
about themselves again," she said. 
"It is important that they take time 
todcal with this horrible experience 
they’ve had and not just try and 
forget it, because that doesn’t 
work." 

The Centre will help the victim to 
press charges if they choose to do 
so. In conjunction with the CLSC 
Métro Clinic, medical services are 
offered. As well, the Centre func- 
tions as a general information serv- 
ice. 

The Sexual Assault Centre is 
open to males who have been sexu- 
ally assaulted, although not too 
many men come to them. They 
don’t, however, deal with assail- 
ants. 

"The Centre believes that rape is 
an expression of domination and 
desire for control, and not some- 
thing sexual. Another thing we 
believe is that the victims arc never 
responsible for the rape," said 
Debbie. 

The idea that the victims provoke 
sexual assault is a pervasive myth. 
Another misconception is that sex- 
ual assaults mostly happen at night 



in die streets. Actually, 50 per cent 
of rapes occur during the day and 
most of them occur in a home or a 
car. 

Another myth is that most victims 
arc assaulted by strangers. “That 
(stranger rape) is one reality that 
can be prevented by better lighting 
and so on, but it shouldn’t obscure 
the other reality of acquaintance 
rape,” said Debbie. 

A study conducted by Ms. maga- 
zine on American campuses in 
1985 concluded that one quarter ol 
the women surveyed had been vic- 
tims of rape or attempted rape, and 
that 90 per cent of them knew the 
assailant. 

Three quarters of these women 
didn’t identify their experience as 
rape; while saying that they “had 
had sexual intercourse against their 
will through use of or threat of 
force,” they didn’t at the outsell 
identify themselves as rape victims. 

“Rape is a means of control. In 
many ways, rape is still viewed as 
socially accepted. This really says 
something about how society wants 
women to stay,” said Debbie. 

There has never been a study 
similar to the American one con- 
ducted at McGill. 

“It seems," wrote Ellen Sweet in 
the OcL 1985 Ms. article in which 
the study was first published, “as if 
the lesson feminists in the sixties 
and seventies worked so hard and 
successfully to make understood — 
not to blame the victim for stranger 
rape — is one that will have to be 
learned all over in the ease of ac- 
quaintance rape. Only this lime, the 
woman who reports the rape suffers 
from a triple victimization. Not 
only is she attacked and then not 
believed, but she carries the added 
burden of losing faith in her own 
judgement and trust in other 
people. 

"We feel dial llic Center has an 
outreach role in die community, to 
sensidze people and encourage 
them to talk about sexual assault. 



We would like to make ourselves 
more visible at McGill,” said Deb- 
bie. 

Last year, a speaker from the 
'Sexual Assault Center attempted to 
get in touch with McGill students 
through a talk sponsored by Hillcl. 



No one attended. 

"There is a certain fear involved 
in attending something like that. 
People have a hard lime talking 
about sexual assault.” 

Although the problem of Sexual 



Assault remains a silent issue of 
huge proportions at McGill, it is 
good to know dial there is a source 
of confidential, friendly, bilingual 
support nearby.

Student group boycotts anti-apartheid conference 



VANCOUVER (CUP)— Thcanti- 
apartheid group at the University of 
British Columbia has withdrawn its 
endorsement of the Parallel Com- 
monwealth Conference taking 
place in Vancouver this October, 
and other student groups may fol- 
low with boycotts. 

UBC Students for a Free South- 
ern Africa object that the African 
National Congress (ANC) and the 
South West Africa People’s Or- 
ganization (S WAPO) were the only 
African liberation movements in- 
vited to speak at the national Con- 
ference closing meeting. 

Olher liberation movements, in- 
cluding the Pan-Africanist Con- 
gress, the Black Consciousness 
Movement, and the South West 
African National Union, were 
denied that priviledge. 

The conference is to be a major 
media event to promote the anti- 
apartheid movement in Canada. 
Speakers at the conference include 
Kenneth Kaunda, president of the 
Organization of African Unity, 
Alan Boesak, chair of the United 
Democratic Front, and Robert 
Mugabe, president of Zimbabwe. 

“The decision to invite the ANC 
and SWAPO was a racist one be- 
cause it gives the impression that 
South Africans support one libera- 
tion movement," said Michael 
Mocti, UBC SFSA member. 



“It undermines the right of people 
to decide freely what sort of gov- 
ernment they want in South Af- 
rica,” said Moeti. 

But John Graham of Oxfam dis- 
agrees. "It is clear that the ANC and 
SWAPO arc legitimate representa- 
tives. Only people from rival 
groups (in South Africa do not see 
that," he said. 

“Moeti is ticked off because no 
members of the Pari-African Con- 
gress (PAC) were invited to the 
conference,” said Gwen Schuiman, 
a member of McGill’s South Africa 
Committee, "PAC and ANC are 
political rivals, and will not share 
the stage with each other. We can’t 
avoid this." 

“As it stands, the ANC is the 
most popular liberation movement 
in South Africa. The sponsors felt it 
was the best that could be done,” 
she said. 

"Some groups are working with 
Michael (Mocti) againstthcconfcr- 
encc, but it wilt have no impact.” 
“These guys don’t represent 
broad groups of people. These 
groups formed themselves to speak 
(for individuals),” said Graham. 

Although UBC SFSA will not 
boycott the conference, other stu- 
dent anti-apartheid groups will 
decide in the coming weeks 
whether or not to participate. 



Bethuel Mujetenga, president of| 
the BC Student Coalition Against 
Apartheid (SCAA), said “several 
anti-apartheid groups arc prepared 
to take serious action — cither by 
boycotting the conference or pro 
testing at the conference itself.” 

Mujetenga said BC SCAA' 
would decide on a course of action 
September 22 or 23. 

The student anti-apartheid 
groups are angry at the Canadian 
Council for International Co- 
operation (CCIC), one of the con- 
ference sponsors, because it was 
their decision, later approved by the 
Anti-Apartheid network (AAN) to 
invite only the ANC and SWAPO, 

Although the AAN co-sponsors 
the conference, the CCIC contrib- 
uted $100,000 and had exclusive 
control over the National 
Conference’s program. 

Said John Weir, BC Federation ofj 
Labour representative on the A AN; 
“the one who pays the shot has 
more to say." 

But Mocti said that the confer- 
ence is illegal because a non-profit 
agency organized a partisan confer- 
ence with government monev. 

“If I decided to take legal action 
against the CCIC, I have no doubt 
I’d win because the CCIC has vio- 
lated the spirit of their 
constitution,” said Mocti. 
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“Wisdom pursues me, 
but I am faster ”

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Jaywalking 

Most Montréalcrs just laughed when the MUC police announced they were going 
to ‘crack down’ on jay walking in the city. But not many people were laughing when 
the police recently started handing out tickets at busy downtown intersections. 

Jaywalking in Montréal is a cherished community tradition, something which is 
almost unique among Canadian cities. It’s a strange experience being in Vancouver 
or Toronto and watching rows of obedient pedestrians wait five minutes for a light 
before crossing a completely deserted street. 

There comes a time when fear of heavy-handed law enforcement overrides the 
dictates of common sense. Anyone with even cursory knowledge of municipal, 
provincial, or federal law knows that there arc numerous antiquated, unenforcablc 
laws still in the books. There is an implicit understanding between citizens and 
government that even if these laws exist, they will not be enforced. 

For instance, laws regarding vagrancy in Montréal state that anyone found with 
less than $30 on their person and without proof of a fixed address can be charged. 
Nobody expects such laws to be actively enforced on the general populace. 

• Faced with the overwhelming bureaucratic difficulty governments would face 
having to constantly update laws, it has unfortunately been left up to the police to 
gauge which laws conform appropriately to social and community standards. This 
is where the MUC has failed. 

And it is a failure which is inevitably self-defeating. Laws must be recognized as 
a part of the dynamic social context in which they arc enforced. If a law is just, people 
will generally respect it. It is these ever-shifting community standards which the 
police should respect. 

Jaywalking, like many other ‘crimes’, is one which essentially endangers only the 
criminal. Thus, the choice whether or not to cross is a simple individual responsi- 
bility. When the police attempt to enforce individual morality or responsibility, it 
breeds nothing but justified resentment. Laws against pot smoking, prostitution, 
alcohol control, and jaywalking quickly convince many people dial the police arc 
not there to protect, but to harass. 

Montréal has one of the highest rates of unsolved crime in die country. Many 
people, after receiving a jaywalking deket, must wonder how the MUC finds the 
resources to launch such a campaign. Perhaps they were simply in need of the extra 
revenue, and picked on an easy source. 

MUC public rcladons officers argue pathetically that jaywalking endangers the 
life of motorists. Yet there has been no ‘crack-down’ on drivers who run red lights 
downtown, and if there is true concern for pedestrian safety, perhaps funds could be 
more appropriately budgetted to install pedestrian walk-lights, absent from many 
downtown intcrsccdons. 

The MUC police’s actions arc at best paternalistic and inexplicable, and at worst 
a senseless macho provocation and an insult to the maturity of all Montréal 
pedestrians. If they arc serious about this, let them come and try to enforce their laws 
on McTavish street. '

An open letter to the students and 
stafT of McGill university: 

The McGill residence strectdancc is 
offered to the student population each 
year as an opportunity for people to get 
together for a good time. This year’s 
event was unfortunately a thinly dis- 
guised excuse for some of those in atten- 
dance to get excessively rowdy and un- 
necessarily drunk. This in itself is not 
really that surprising, the disappearance 
of inhibition, consideration and control 
go hand in hand with the kind of drink- 
ing that is fully predictable at an event 
like the strectdancc. What is surprising 
was the lack of foresight and responsi- 
bility demonstrated by die organizers of 
the event, and likewise a complete lack 
of respect for others as exhibited by a 
small minority of those present. 

The Inter-Residence Council (IRC) 
and its President, the organizers of the 
strectdancc, failed to ensure that 
adequate security measures were taken. 
In fact, there was no security whatsoever 
provided for Radio McGill Mobile Unit 



DJ’s, who volunteered their lime to DJ 
the event. As a result of the non-existent 
security there was no system in place to 
ensure that beer bottles, which arc for- 
bidden at all McGill events, were not 
allowed into the area. 

Minor incidents occuring early in the 
evening were ignored by those appar- 
ently in charge and permitted tocscalatc 
unchecked. The atmosphere became 
increasingly tense and hostile as the 
evening progressed; one fight ended in 
the drawing of a knife, a small riot 
erupted when legitimate ticket holders 
realised that there was no more beer to 
be sold and exploding firecrackers were 
thrown into the midst of the unsuspect- 
ing crowd. Finally, some patrons of the 
event took to hurling beer bottles into 
the party. One DJ was hit in the chest and 
another received a head injury requiring 
stitches. 

More people could have been seri- 
ously injured and Mobile Unit equip- 
ment could have been damaged or de- 
stroyed. It is unfortuate that someone 
had to be injured in order to make the 
IRC, the administration and the student 
body aware of the repercussions of such 
a potentially dangerous situation. Let’s 
hope that in future the same avoidable 
and irrcsposiblc errors will be prohib- 
ited by some serious advance planning 
and a little common sense.

“If I’m elected llic first thing I 
would do is take every nuclear 
weapon and dissolve them into 
mother earth. Then I would abdi- 
cate the throne and give die country 
to Carl Sagan and make grccnpcaco 
my secretaries of the interior. If I’m 
elected I’ll be equated with Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini, that’s how bad it will 
be for big business," he explained. 

Sports fans would have a field 
day if Lee were elected because 
settling of disputes between coun- 
tries would become sporting events 
and not break out into warfare.

The time has passed quickly and 
Lee has'to go up to the Link office 
and call Toronto. After the call we 
head down to the auditorium for his 
speech. 

McKenzie is waiting in the hall 
smoking a Camel cigarette and 
preparing, to go on stage to intro- 
duce Lee. He tells Lee that he’s 
been registered in the New Hamp- 
shire primary and that it’s only a 
matter of time before he’s on the 
cover of Time magazine. 

Lee laughs and docs some bend- 
ing exercises to alleviate the pain in 
his back, a by-product of a lifetime 
playing baseball. 

I n highly questionable 
taste, he tells the audience 
his wife didn’t want him 
talking about his family or 
New Brunswick so he decided to 
call his speech, ’My wife, what a 
lovely broad or How I escaped from 
the West Island Mall’. 

He quickly moves on to how he 
told his father, a religious man, that 



he was a direct descendant from 
Jesus Christ. He talks of the envi- 
ronment being destroyed by big 
business, the World Bank sponsor- 
ing the destruction of rain forests 
and pollution destroying the lakes 
of the world. 

On free trade between Canada 
and the United States he got a big 
cheer when lie said "there is no such 
thing as free trade," and then went 
on to explain that there’s the trans- 
portation costs to take into account, 
proposing instead that a barter sys- 
tem be instituted. 

But possibly his truest statement 
was dial he had learned a lot of 
things in his life and was now trying 
to unlearn them. 

“The object in life is when you 
fall down you have to gel back up,” 
he said. 

It was hard to tell whether the 
audience took any of what he said 
seriously or whether they just 
thought it was 90 minutes of good 
entertainment. If they didn’t take it 
seriously they probably should 
have. 

One of the last things he said at 
Reggie’s earlier was that the world 
only has two places to go, towards 
utopia or oblivion. 

“I think that utopia is a much nicer 
word, don’t you?” he asked.

also journalistic trash.” 

Smith added, "I hope it won’t 
continue to use American supplied 
propaganda and lies to convert 
people to die CIA’s counter-revo- 
lutionary movement.”

design,” said Paquet. “Instead, only 
private schools can afford to offer 
these programs. 

“There is a trend in Québec to- 
wards die privatization of the col- 
lege system. Only private institu- 
tions can offer new programs be- 
cause dicy have the money. This 
would cost students several thou- 
sand dollars to cover their tuition 
fees when college education should 
be free in theory.” 

According to Paquet, die trend 
toward privatization is also found at 
die university level where corpo- 



rate sponsorship is encouraged to 
help fund research programs. 

“The last provincial budget gave 
$100 million in fiscal deductions 
for companies that would invest in 
university research,” said Paquet. 
"For every dollar dial companies 
will invest, dicy will get a 93 per 
cent deduction. 

“Instead of paying people to in- 
vest, why isn't the government 
assuming its public responsibility 
by giving additional funds di- 
rectly?" he asked. "At least re- 
search priorities wouldn’t be di- 
rected by private industry.”
